Mukden, the ancient capital of 

Manchuria, now passed into Hie 

control of the Japanese, was de- 
scribed last August in this manner 
by an American war correspondent, 

says ihc Chicago Post: 

"Most cities of China proper 
have 7,918 distinct smells. Muk- 
den has bul 6,31 I. It has been 
Russian iced, and wherever possible 
the Russian has introduced clean 
streets, some kind of a sewerage 
system and orderly houses; hence 
Mukden is now known as the clean- 
est town of the many whore the 

filthy Chinese have predominated 

in the past " 

Mukden, known as China's 
" sacred city," belongs to the pro- 
vince of Shingkiog, and on the 

line of railway running north it is 

about half way between Now 
ohwang and Kuangchangtsn, which 
belongs to the province of Kirin. 

Now, aside from the fact thai 
Mukden holds the sacred tombs of 
the ancient Manohu, or "pure" 
dynasty, it has other Interest in 

that it has boon one of the world's 
central battle points since 1,100 
years or more before Christ. 

Where Russia and Japan have 
been contesting longer than a year, 
race allot race and nation after 

nation have hurled themselves 
against each other for certainly 

a, 000 years. The soil about Muk- 
den, the ranges of the Long White 
mountain, the great sirotches ol 
gray plains have been soaked w'uh 
the blood of tens of thousands of 
warriors, it is a Golgotha — a place 

of bones — and the wraiths of men 

who have gone to their Bnal judg- 
ment in conquest or plunder. 

Dales in Chinese or Mongolian his- 
tory arc ranch mixed, but so far a> 
SCCUracy can he depended upon 
Mukden was a settlement long be- 
fore Christ was born. The Prince 
Of Pohal had some possessions then 
about 710 n 0., and al one time 
Chinese allegiance was thrown off 
entirely and a centralised govern- 
ment established with live royal 

residences, one of which rose tit 
Mukden Then came Kbitao from 

Ilulan, and he established the I 

dynasty, and Mukden, not yet a 
very notable place, but already 

battle tossed, passed into othei 
hands. Afterward the .lurch in had 
their try, and they established the 
Kin or golden dynasty and made 
Mukden a great trading post on the 
central highways. 

These highways extended up to 
(he boundaries of the savage- tribes 
on the north— into Helungkiang 
and far along tin 1 Amur tivei 
tended south the modern Peking, to 
Hankow, to Canton and even into 
India. Princes of the royal blood 
left Mukden in those days of the 
beginnings .and made two and three 
year pilgrimages to India lo learn 
Strange things from wise men and 
to trade in jewels and fab: 

Fifteen hundred 
Christ was bom Nauhachu had his 
chief seat of government in the 
south of the Long White mountain, 
about 106 miles east of Mukden. 
Mukden itself had then risen to be 

one of the most Important trading 

points Of the north. Il has been 
staled that its annual volume of 
business rose Into the millions and 
that the wealth and fashion of 
the north OOngregated there to 
bargain, play politic- and 

In 161(1 Mukden saw ■ wonder 
ful army for those days before its 
gates. Nurhachu had (aken to 
himself the title of " heaven tie 
creed" and had declared war on 
China An army of 
sent against him, but, as (he ohron 

iclers related afterward: 

"He slaughtered all; none 
turned to say of how their end 

came." 

Mukden was captured by him in 
lti'^1 after terrific fighting and a 
■laughter, if we may believe the

headed. I.iaoyati lured 
and mads tht? capital, and seventy 
other cities promptly surrendered. 
In L644 tin- Manohus, risen to

In the eighteenth century Mukden 
lose to great oorasaerical and politi- 
cal importance, but by the time of 
the opening of the nineteenth cen-

I they found it a place of squa- 
lor, filth and disease.

about him, while watching them 
unseen He said that they talked 
constantly and Stamped on their 
feet noisily often, to attract the at 
taction of others while at work. 
That is the reason why they are 
not wanted 

Mr. Cartter said that when one or 
two of the mutes received a raise 
for making the highest number of 
pieces, Mr Cartter called the at- 
tention of the others to the fact and 
urged them to do better, but the 
next day the lucky ones were 
roundly scolded and cautioner 1 by 
their disappointed comrades not to 
outdo them, so they all made about 
even numbers every day ! Mr. 
Cartter declared that the deaf-mutes 

might all have been retained to 

have their pay advanced slowly but 
surely, if they had not struck at all. 

Be has learned 1800 pieces of the 

Automatic Elect rio Work anil re- 
members them. He can make 
drawings of them well, but we must 
remember that it had taken him 
many years to master his trade, 
lie has invented several valuable 
instruments, for which he receives 
a handsome royalty, besides his 
large salary ' 

There had been six or eight deaf 
mute girls emp'oyed in the factory, 
but how only one left, named Miss 
Hegg, and she continues to make 
more and more progress in her work 
than ever before, and enjoys goad 
pay 

It is only through diligence, pa- 
tience and hard work that any deaf- 
mutes of temperate habits can 
achieve SUCCESS in life.

Yesterday (April 8d) the main 
or upper room of All Souls' Church 
was occupied for the first time since 
the alterations were started live or 
six weeks ago. The improvements 
were easily noticeable and general 
satisfaction was expressed on all 
sides. There are still some details 
to attend to, and, when there are 
finished, even greater satisfaction 
may be expected. Perhaps the 
greatest improvement, or that one 
which most pleases the members of 
'he congregation, is the slanting 
door in the nave of the church. 
One can now sit anywhere back and 
still have an unobstructed view of 
the service. The objection to high 
bonnets, waving ostrich feathers, 
and broad expanses of straw which 
usually adorn the feminine head, is 
now greatly miminleed and every 
one should be able to worship in 
pe.u'e. The Pastor, also, has the 
new and pleasing satislaei ion of 
looking into the faces of those who 
sit in the back seats as well as those 
in the front, and woe to those who 
become inattentive, noisy, and 
talkative now. We do not mean to 
say that there is such a bad con 
dition in this wise at All Souls' as 
to call forth criticism; nay, it is no 
worse there than we have observed 
at tin' services of the deaf in other 
places; but for all their there should 
be less talking at the services than 
we are accustomed lo see 

The chancel shows meat improve- 
ment, also. The railing has been 
moved further up, incloaing the al 
tar, and separating it from the 
speaker's platform and such chancel 
furniture as is usually kept outside 
of the sanctuary, ll thus has a 

more ohurchly effect. Good use 
has been made of the two large 
handsome pedestals of lights, which 
used to stand against the huge 
pillars, by in vi igtheni lo the front 
of the outer platform.

After the service the people 
assembled into the lower hall, where 
Mills gave a short but very In- 
teresting talk of her woi k among 
the deaf of China, Dr. Cronter in 
lerpieting in signs? Mrs. Mills 
was formerly a ten her at the Koch 
ester School. Deafness in her fa- 
ther's family ami later in her bro- 
ther's aw -likened in her a deep iute- 
rest in the deaf. After her brother, 
Dr Mills, a missionary to China, 
brought home a deal child, she re- 
solved to accompany him on his re 
turn to the Bast, and has since de- 
voted her life lo the welfare of the 
Chinese deaf l.ack of funds, how- 
ever, has greatly retarded the 
growth of her work. Being chit fly a 
work of philanthropy, the I 

of Foreign Missions in New York, 
declined to assist her. So she has 
been depending almost solely upon 
the contributions of the deaf of 
America and England and their 
friends. Her school at Chefoo, 
though small, is doing most good 
work. Her pupils are all hoys, 
girls, undei the Chinese customs, 
not allowed to mingle with boys. 

She made the ama/.Hitr Statement 
that there are about 400,000 deaf 
people in China and there is hut 
one small school for them. Si. 
hi hi ted a number of articles in 
connection with her school, which 
added much interest to her ad. 

Mrs. Mills has been visiting the 
Mt. Airy School. She is to 
Trenton, New York, and a number 
of other places, and has prom: 
possible, to arrange for an evening 
at All Souls' before she goes back 
to China. A i.ice liinii has been 
raised at Mt. Airy for her school, 
and the All Souls' peopb 
raising a fund.
